SbtiJbCT: InTomal and Unofficial Conversation with fomor Eastam 

buropaan diplomats oonceming the projected e8t8d>listuaent 
in Uadrid of an '*i:ABtem L'uropaan anti^Communist Center"* 



On Saturday afternoon, November 1, 1947, I was informed by Ur* Uarjftn 
SEUULAKOWSKl, former Polish t£inister of the London Government in Madrid, and 
Ur* Ferenc VAJTA, fomer Hungarian Consul General in Vienna and a journalist 
and author in Ids countt 7 , of their plans to form, together with other isastem 
Europeans, an anti^Communist "Canter" in Uadtld, This organisation would 
gather information concerning Sodet agents of Eastern bAiropean nationality 
who were, they stated, infiltrating into Spain either to remain here or to 
proceed to countries of the V.;eatem Hemisphere, including the United States* 

Ir* VAJTA opened the conversation by alluding to Ids recent trip from 
iLsly to Spain, in which trip he was aided by American Uilitary Authorities 
in Leghorn* He stated tiiat he had been followed by agents of the Soviet 
IntelXlgenco Service in Home and felt that Spain woulu afford ids projected 
group more fertile ground for development* In his opinion, Italy and France, 
des^te recant electoral gains by moderate and rightist parties, would soon 
fall into the control of the Coasninists, and Spain would be the last safe 
ground in hestem Luirope in which the kind of antl*Communist "Center‘d he had 
in ndnd would be able to be e.itahlished* 

From his esqperiencae in Hungaiy, Austria and in Italy (some points of 
widch are recorded in a biographical summary attached), he had been able to 
disoover that Spain was at present acting aa a "corridor" or passageway for 
the travel of Soviet agents, disguised by false documentation aiid "new" 
nationalities, to countries of the yvestem Hemisphere* He stated that Stockholm, 
Hasvburg (British Eone of occupation), Munich (American Zone of occupation), 

Vienna (Russian Sector) and Milan were despatching centers for such agent 
traffic* Russian agents sent from Stockholm usually arrived in Spain by way 
of the Swedish Air Line serving Barcelona, while agents from Genoany were 
clandestine border»crosalng cases or, if legal entries, arrived with Combined 
Travel Board (Berlin) Travel Documents as stateless persons* Milan was the 
w>st important center in Southern isiurope for despatching agents to the Iberian 
Peninsula. Agents coming from the ttussian Sector of Vienna usually traveled 
with documents as Austrians or "stateless" persons* 

Mr* SZUULAKOhSKI interrupted at this point to state that he believed it 
most important for i\merlcan officials in Spain to institute some form of 
"travel control", or at least an "info mat ion service" which would afford a 
means of knowing the names and nationalities of all air and sea arrivals at 
the port of Barcelona* He added that both he and Mr, VAJTA knew several 
haatezn buropaan nationals now working for the Soviet Intelligence Service 
who had managed to arrive in Spain as meaU>ers of the Pax Romana Catholic 
Delegation, or as businessmen, and that tneae persons were established in 
Madrid and other cities of Spain carrying on espionage w)rk* 

(The names whicii he submitted, and all the others wiich will be mentioned 
in this report, are being checked in Ine imibassy filea and in those of the 
attached agoncios, and a separate report on them vdll be prepared in the near 
future*) 



Ur. VAJTA 



Hr. VAJTA tnen outlined v(hat he considered would be the duties and 
usefulness of the projected hastem iiuropean Center in Madrid, which he, 
kr. SZU;-1.AK0VSKI and other antl-CoiOBiunist Foies, Hungarians, lugoalavs 
and Runanians were atteaptlng to ostablisti. 

First among these duties would be that of gathering In Madrid, from 
Buenos Aires, Paris and Home, known personalities of their respective 
countries who had long experience in ii^astem i:iUropean «uid Kussian affairs 
through diplomatic or military careers, iispe dally mentioned in this 
connection was 54r. OOZSA, foriiar archivist of the Hungarian counter- 
espionage service, and Colonel HAltA, a former Polish Military Attache' with 
wide experience in Kussian affairs, who is at present in Buenos Aires, Also 
mentioned as a possibility was Colonel Sj^AKTHig ififforner Hungarian idlltaiy 
Attache' in Uadrld, although both men recalled that, at one time, the Allied 
Missions In uadrld believed SZANT^iAF to be pro-German. Several Jugoslavs 
were named as possible collaborators in the Center*^ • 

Second, the importance of securing at least ^’unofficial blessing” from 
the Spanish Foreign Hlnlstry was emphasized. This step is being delayed 
until the arrival of Uonaelgneur HYISS^OR, a hurtgarian prelate attached to the 
Holy See. The latter is expected in Uadrld after the l^th of ^veober, and 
will ”8aooth the way*’ for acceptance of the group in Spanish offidaldon. 
Already, according to kr. VAJTA, unofficial but encouraging conversations have 
been held with Ur. LOJi:IIDlO, representing the Information Section of the 
Spanish foreign Ulnistry* 

Third, the groi^ will supply the American Uibassy with information 
concerning the identity and activities of Central and Kastern Kuropean 
nationals idso are engaged in work for the Kussian Intelligence Service in 
Spain, or who are in transit to countries in the Western Hesilsphere. Ur. 
SZUU1AK0WSKI stated that his long residence in Spain and his numerous 
aecjualntances among Spaniards and Eastern European nationals, would serve 
the group with useful intelligence in that connection, and would second the 
efforts of Colonel KARA, who is expected to head the entire anti-Cojoauni st 
effort. 

Fourth, the “Center” would make studios of recent developments in the 
countries represented by Its members, analysing trends and personalities, 
economic, social and ethnic changes. These studies would be available to 
American sei*vic6s« This feature of the work of the projected "Center” Is more 
in the discussion stage ttian the other features, i^pparently due to censorship 
and printing difficulties, and would be conditioned upon Spanish acceptance 
of the group as a whole. 

The conversation then developed along other lines, which 1 have grouped 
under their respective headings for purposes of clarity and historical sequence, 

THE IMThRUAKlUU i 

The Intennarium is an organization of ii^stem European politcal 
figures who were in exile in London during the war. It was organized in April 
1944 in London and embraced represent atives of most of the countiios "between 
the seas”} namely, the Baltic and Adriatic seas. In 1945, when the Polish 
Army of General Anders became active in Italy, this group moved its head- 
quarters to Homo, Now, according to Ur., VAJTA and Ur. SZUMLAIOWSKI, its 
headquarters is Paris, This move is due to the interest of the French General 
Staff and 2eoe Bureau and the British General Staff and British Intelligence 
authorilties in laaintaining contact with, and to an extent, control over, the 
organization. 



iir, VAJTA alleged that the Int armarium was anti-American in its 
make-up and policies.

period unen ne waa uun^arian Oonnul General in Vienna and vorked with the 
French General Staii and the 2eoie Bureau on Hungarian eolgree probleoa. he 
added that his subsov^umt relations with Hungarian and other i^stem iiiuropeon 
personalities in the IntemariuB In Itoae of t.^is year oonfirmed this belief« 

The British and French General Staff s, Ur» VAJTA mnarked^ are attempting to 
*'shut the U«S* out^ of i!.astem Kuropean affairs* Likewise it was his belief 
that the entry of Monarchist elements representing Otto of Hapsburg into the 
ranks of the Xntermariua, gave it an anti^american bent* 

Uany members of the Intermarium established relations with 
certain British kasonic Orders while the Intermarium was in its infancy in 
London^ and Mr* VAJTA added that the French Masonic Order of the Grand Orient 
was linked with Intermarium activity in some manner* 

After British financial support was withdrawn from the intsr- 
marium in June of 1947# iiany of its members^ according to Ur* VAJTA# began to 
organise the '*Contlnental linion'** This organisation# with diff extent clubs in 
London# Paris# Home and New lork, Is# according to Mr. VaJTA and Mr* 

SZUULAKONSKl# more pro-American in its policy inasmuch as the members fear 
that British and French penetration of the IntemaiduA has compresdsed that 
organisation and will make it serve only those national Intere^s* The 
"Continental Union" Is now desirous of founding a branch in Madrid* Mr* VAJTA 
indicated that the difference between the Intennarium and the "Continental 
Union" # politically speaking# was that of Monarchist tendsneiss in the former 
and Republican tendsnd.es in the latter* Among those parti dpating in the 
Homs discussions mentioned above were Monslgneur SIDDR# leader of Slovac groups# 
Mgr* Augustin JUKLTIC^ vice-president of the Croatian group# His Ikcellency 
'(onslgneur FAF£% Polidi Ambassador to the YaUcan# K* JANIKOWSXl# U* PONUTOWSKYj 
Poles# and other personalities from, the Baltic Area* Mr* VAJTA stated that 
when the British Intelligence Service in Italy became aware that Mr* Ldward 
Page# Jr* of the American Embassy in Rome# aad Mr* Gowen# in the Office of the 
rolltical Adviser to the Supreme Comaander of the Mediterranean Forces# were 
discussing Eastern European problems with the group# British financial support 
was resumed, which brought about a number of defections fzom the "Continental 
Union"* Baron APOR# in Rome# has adhered to the Intemariun# and efforts are 
being made to win over M* JURETIC* On the other hand# M, Mlha KRLK# formerly 
a supporter of the Intemarium# has now joined the "Continental Union" and is 
presently in 'iVashington representing their interests* 

Other Eastern European leaders who partiexpated in the discussions 
in Rome and who have remained with the Intemarium are: General PRCHAUl#

Mr* VAJTA stated that Mr. P^ge# who is presently in Vnashington 
consulting with the Department regarding this problem# had informed him prior 
to the latirer's departure# that it had been discovered that certain Soviet 
agents bad penetrated the Intermarium* Mr* SZUMLAKOVfSKI intervened at this 
point to state that# in hie opinion# that factor# plus the Masonic hue of the 
Intsmarium^s members# would prevent its recognition by the Spaniards* 

However# Ur* VAJTA continued# the section of tho Intemarium 
which is apparently unaware of Masonic or Soviet penetration# and which is 
Monarchistic in outlook# is sending two Priests to Madrid for the purpose 
of gaining Spanish recognition before the VAJTA group is able to secure the 
same for the "Continental Union". These two Priests are Father SZALAI and 
Father UER# who have arrived today in Madrid from Berne* The Xntexmarlum 
in Madrid is to be largely under Fi^ch influence and will later be directed 
by a politician rather than a Priest, SZUMLAKOraci stated that a certain M* 
CUIMANN# representing the French General Staff, visited Madrid in February# 
and that a M. KOLCZONAT is here at present and a guest in the home of Spanish 
Foreign Minister MARTIN ARTAJO*

in coming to power in France. Otto, according to VAJTA, ia aeekUg Vatican

Varga, who is at present in Washington, has the oisslon of winning over 
Ferenc NACY to the cause of Otto of Hapsburg* Between October 15 and October 
IB^ VAMCA la reported to have had oonferencea with Otto and BMabera of the 
French General Staff* These conferences were held at the hooa of the Reverend 
Father Isre GACSbR, a friend of Otto and highly esteeaed by the French General 
Staff.

According to Messrs. SZUULAKOVKSKI and VAJTA, a defection frooi the 
pro*Aaerlcan group of VAJTA-^UMLAKOWSKI, MACiiX (in Washington) and (In 
Washington), has been that of Ur* UI3 U13UU, a former Captain in the lntelU«> 
gence Service (Hungarian), who is now an active supporter of the Intermarlum 
in Rome* 



To aid the Intersarlum club oiganizad in Rome, U. S^UFAI STITZ, 
Uarahall FAHKAS and the Chief of the Pontifical Miseion in Paris, will shortly 
make a trip from Paris to Rome* 

A Ruunian in Briti^ pay, U* JisMisSCO has arrived in Madrid to 
help M« Francois UABUSSI, (a Hungarian also in British pay), secure Spanish 
recognition axrd thwart the VAJTA«SZUULAK0WSK1 grov^* 

Mr* Roberto de SATORRisiS, of the Spanish Foreign Ministry, is 
reported by VAJTA as a Icmg-tlme friend of the Intermarium due to his member- 
ship in an ^itigUsh Masonic Order*

Ur* SZUULAAOVilSKI, during the course of the conversation, alluded 
to Bayonne, France, as an ij^>ortant "field post" of the French section of the 
Russian Intelligence Service, and stated that agents are passed across the 
border from that post* Hs mentioned San Sebastian and Barcelona aa iisq^rtant 
centers for work of the Coomunlst International and supplied the nsmam of two 
buslnsaanen (of German and of Belgian iiationaliiy) who were facilitating the 
work of Soviet eervioes* 

Ur* VAJTA supplied the names of ten Soviet agents at present in 
Spain, and one in Tangiere, and stated that the newest Soviet trick in develop- 
ing a coBMreial "cover" for espionage activities Is to despatch agents from 
the Ruesian Zone of Austria with stolen patents with which they are enabled to 
establish bualnessea, usually in the chemical line, and to support themselves* 
(These names are being assembled into a separate report to be transmitted In 
the near future) 

Both men again stressed the strategic importance of %>ain with 
regard to Russian penetration of the Western Kesdaphere* They added that it 
was their belief that Madrid would soon become one of the last capitals of 
Western Kurope not dominated by the Communists, and might one day find itself 
host to T the ii^istem European exiles now in Paris and Rome* VAJTA stated 
that Uonseigneur NYI3ZT0B had written him from Rome several days previously 
that the Russian Secret Service had succeeded in kidnapping eight anti— Communist 
Hungarians from the center ox Rome, and that tho situation was fast becoming 
perilous for the others who remained*

Before concluding the discussion, Mr, VAJTA alluded to the 
interest of the French and British General Staffs in coabatting pro-^Anerlcan 
sentlaent among the exiles of Kastem European countries, and stated that 
Richard CRDSS}/AN and General BiSTHOUARIJ (French General Staff) held a nesting 
at Innsbruck between August 22nd and 29th concerning that particular aspect* 
Mr, VA«ITA stated that it was decided to ” utilise the intraordinarx situation 
of the United States” for the aijss of PrenctwBH.tish policy, to attack the 
Mai^all Plan (by propaganda anong the exiles) as "the road to European 
suicide, " snd to regx^up control over the Bali^ exilsa under the Prendi 
General Staff in Paris, During one of these intervlem in Innsbruck, M« 
BLAkUlNlbRii;, one of the chiefs of the 2ess Bureau, stated that the retum 
of Do GAULLh to power was a "natter of days" and that he irould take over the 
control of Balkan affairs himself. The French General Staff promised to put 
the aastexn j^iuropean comnunlsts under strict surveillance and to close up 
their clubs, allowing the latter to pass into the hands of the noiwoommunist 
esigranti ■ eai 1 e groins, 

Mr, VAJTA added that he was extremely grateful to American 
Militaiy Authorities in Italy for their help in effecting his secape from 
Husolan agents in Leghorn and Rome, He stated that, if the United States 
became active in the sjuestion of tastem iiUropean exiles, a great many of the 
latter would deaert the r anks of the Intensarium because they felt that both 
the Frendi and British goTemnents ware pursuing the gold game of "divide and 
mXe", whereas tho interest of the United States was closer to that of the 
"Continantal Union" with its hope of a regional confederation of Eastern 
European countries* 

.1 Mr, VAJTA is conteaiplating a trip to the Unitsd States in 

it Deeenber, at which time he will contact Hungarian exiles in an effort to turn 
M them from the Intemarlunu After a stay of three months, he intsnds to retum 
to Spain, as he stated that iilurope would be the battlefield for some time to

Ferenc VAJfA ; 

Bom in 19X4, VAJTA is knoen as one or the younger Hungarian 
intellectuals. He studied at the Sorbonne and the University of Geneva^ 
and is the author of tve books dealing with the Hungarian ethnic question: 
"Origins of the Hungarian Raee"^ written in French^ and "Our Heredity" in 
Hungarian. He represented Hungary in the League of Nations Aasanblies* 

The subject lived for two years in Italy^ occupying^ it is 
believed, a Consular position. He ^as esq^elled by the Uuaaollnl govemnent 
for his anti«»faaci8t sentiments, and in 1941 was sent to Berlin ae head of 
the Hungarian Legation* s Press and Infoxmatlon section* In 1941*42 he 
organised a group of Balkan and JsAstem ouropesn intellectuals into an 
organisation to ooml>at German influence in those areas. He headed a news- 
paper of similar tendency and was often the subject of strong attacks on the 
part of tlie German press, especially the "VoUdecher fieobachter** and the 
"Frankfurter Zeltting". In 1943, together with KAUJtf , President of the 
Hungerlan Council, VAJTA founded another neiwwp^&r dedicated to chempioning 
the rights of r«asteni and Southeastern isAiropsen countries to manage their own 
affairs. This was suppressed when the Germans formally occupied Hungary In 
karch of 1944* 



In August of 1944, the Hungarian Conservative Party nominated 
V^TA In the eleotorel contest ageinst two Nasi Uinisters. This election was 
never held^ however, end VAJTA was sent to Vienna as a Consul General to 
supervise the question of Hungarian eadgration. The RusslanB attacked him 
as a "Nasi tool" and asked for his sKtradltion eleven times, attempting to 
arrest hia four times in various iiuropean cities . In August of 1943 he 
worked on Nagyar problems with the French General Staff in Austria. Later 
he traveled to Italy. In September of 1947 VAJTA fled froax Italy with Lhe aid 
'[ of the U. S. hilitaiy authoilties and arrived in Spain. 

Mar.lto SZUMLAAQIgSKI ; ^ 

Bom in IB93, he attended the Universities of Lw6w and Rome, 
specielizing in the former, on nistoriesl studies. Between 1913 end 191e, 

Mr, SZUULAKOVISKI was a journalist in Kiev, and in 191B attended the preparatory 
seesions of Die Peace Conference in Paris and London. In 1919 he was head of 
the £astem Department in the Polish Foreign Office. Between 1926 and 1932 
the subject was a delegate to the League of Nations Council and AsssnhLy, 
representing the Polish Foreign Minister, whose Chief of Cabinet he had become 
in 1928. 

Mr. SZUMLAKOWSKl acted as Rapporteur at the Disarmament Conferanos 
in 1932-1933, Other confemnees in which he took part werei Peace Conference 
with the Soviets at Riga in 1920 and with Idthuania in Copenhagen in 1925* 

He mts^-apTi Dinted Minister Plenipotentiary to Spain and Portugal in 1933. At 
the termination of i^the war in 1945 he was considered for nomination by the 
Allied Governments in sadrid en the newly re-formed Germah Chamber of Coonerce, 
holds that position at present after formal acceptance by the representatives 
of the three governments concerned. 
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
